The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the 
manner and process of making and using it in such full, clear, concise and exact 
terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it 
is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 83 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Claim 83 is now drawn to a peptide conjugate comprising X and Z, wherein "Z" 
must meet both of the following limitations at the same time that "X" is one of the 
specified peptides: 
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a ) Z consists of 4-15 residues 

b) Z comprises (Lys) n where "n" is 4-10 

By implication, then, "Z" consists of (Xaa) p (Lys) n or (Lys) n (Xaa) p wherein 
Xaa can be any amino acid, and wherein the sum of "n" and "p" is in the range of 
4-15. However, there is no support for this, with or without the additional 
requirement that "X" is limited as recited in the claim. Applicants have argued 
that page 15, line 1 provides the descriptive support for this. However, no such 
support is evident anywhere on page 15 (or anywhere else in the specification).
